THE RESTRICTIVE TRADE PRACTICES 
( ENQUIRY ) REGULATIONS, 1970 

In exercise of the powers conferred on it by Sections 
12, 18 and 66 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969) and all other powers 


enabling it in this behalf, the Commission hereby makes 
tlie following regulations, namely : — 

1. These Regulations may be cited as the Restrictive 
Trade Practices (Enquiry) Regulations, 1970 and shall 
come into force immediately. 

2. The General Clauses Act, 1897 shall apply to the 
interpretation of these Regulations and words and ex- 
pressions used but not defined in these Regulations shidl 
have the meanings assigned to them in that Act 

3. In these Regulations unless the context otherwise 
requires— 

(a) "the Act” means the Monopolies and Restric- 
tive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969); 

(b) "agreement” means an agreement of which 
particulars have been or arc required to be 
registered under Section 35 of the Act; 

(c) "Secretary” means the Secretary appointed by 
the Commission; 

(d) Reference to a party to an agreement includes 
reference to any person deemed to be a parly 
for the purposes of the Act: 

(e) References to ‘court’ while applying the provi- 
sions of the C.P.C. shall be understood to 
refer to the Commission and similarly, referen- 
ces to “plaintiff” dr “defendant” shall be 
understood to refer to parties; 

(f) references to suits or petitions, shall be under- 
stood as references to the appropriate pro- 
ceedings under the Act. 

4. A. complaint under Section 10(a) (i) of the Act 
shall contain the facts complained of which constitute a 
restrictive trade practice and where it is by any trade or 
consumer’s association shall be signed by any office 
bearer of the association, and a complaint from 25 or 
more consumers shall be signed by everyone of the 
complainants. Eivery complaint shall be verified at the 
foot by the party or parties accquainted with the facts of 
the case. The person verifying shall specify what he 
verifies on his own knowledge and what he verifies upon 
information received and believed to be true. The veri- 
fication shall be signed by the person or persons making 
it, and shall state the date on which and the place at 
which it was signed. 

5. A reference made by the Central Government or 
a State Government shall similarly contain the facts 
which constitute a restrictive trade practice and shall be 
signed and verified by an officer of the Government not 
below the rank of a Deputy Secretary and shall be veri- 
fied in the manner set out in regulation 4. 

6. An application made under Section 10(a) (iii) by 
the Registrar shall contain the facts which constitute the 
restrictive trade practice and if it is in relation to any 
agreement registered with him, shall set out such por- 
tions of the agreement as may be necessary to bring out 
the facts domplained of and shall be signed and verified 
hv the Registrar in the manner referred to in Regulations 
4. 

Institution of Proceedings 

7. Proceedings under Section 37(1) of the Act shall 
be initiated by a notice to the person against whom 
allegations of restrictive trade practice are made, stating 
that the Commission proposes to hold an inquiry into 
the practice. 
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8. A notice may relate to one agreement or to a 
number of agreements appearing to the Commission to 
be related in such a way as to make it desirable that 
they should be considered in the same proceedings. 

9. A notice shall bear the Commission's seal and be 
signed by the Secretary and when (returned after service 
shall be tiled by the Secretary. 

10. Subject to Regulation 13 the Commission shall 
cause a copy of the notice of reference to be served on 
all parties to the agreement, or agreements, to which 
the notice relates, and all such patties shall be respon- 
dents to the proceedings. 

11., The Commission may, if it thinks fit, serve a 
copy of the notice on any trade association whose mem- 
bers or any of whose members are parties to any agree- 
ment to which the notice relates, notwithstanding that 
the association is not itself a party to any such agree- 
ment, and the trade association shall accordingly be 
made a respondent to the notice of reference; but this 
•shall be without prejudice to any application under 
Regulation 13 for the representation of members of the 
association by the association. 

12. The Commission shall direct that short particu- 
lars of the notice of hearing shall be puhlished in such 
newspapers as the Commission may direct. 

Representation Orders 

13. Where a numerous class of persons have a com- 
mon interest in the proceedings by reason that they are 
all parties to the same agreement or have entered into 
substantially similar (agreements, the Commission may 
make an order (hereinafter referred to as “a represen- 
tation order”) that the class, or any members thereof, 
•shall be represented by such representative respondents 
as the Commission may direct, who may be individual 
members of the class or a trade association or associa- 
tions to which all dr some of the members belong, or 
may be partly one and partly the other; and the proce- 
dure laid down under Order I, Rule 8, of the C.P.C. 
shall as far as possible may be applied in this matter as 
if it were incorporated in these Regulations. 

Appearance of Parties 

14. Every respondent who wishes to be heart! in the 
proceedings shall, within fourteen days of the service 
upon him of the copy of notice of hearing, enter an 
appearance in the office of the Commission by deliver- 
ing to the Secretary five copies of a memorandum 
stating that the respondent wishes to be heard in the 
proceedings and containing the name of his Advocate 
and an address in India at which documents may be 
served on him, and the Secretary shall thereupon send 
one copy of the memorandum, sealed with the seal of 
the Commission, to the Registrar. 

Alteration of scope of proceedings, parties and venue 

15. Where a notice of hearing applies to a number 
of agreements, any respondent may, within fourteen 
days of entering an appearance to the notice, apply to 
the Commission to exclude from the notice any agree- 
ment to which he is a patty on the ground that the 
agreement is not related to the other agreements to 
which the notice applies, or is not related to some of 
those agreements, in such a way as to make it desirable 
that they should all be considered in the same proceed- 
ings, and the Commission may, on the hearing of the 
application, amend the notice by excluding any agree- 
ment or agreements therefrom, and shall give all such 


consequential directions as it considers necessary, in- 
cluding a direction that any respondent who is a party 
to the agreement in question be treated as if he had 
not entered an appearance; and the provisions of Order 
I, Rule 10(2), C.P.C. shall be applied as far as may be 
appropriate as if they were included in these Regulations. 

Statement of case, Attswer and Reply 

16. Every respondent who has entered an appearance 
shall, within six weeks of his entry of appearance, deli- 
ver to the Registrar, and file with the Secretary a state- 
ment of his case (four copies), which shall include — 

(a) particulars of the provisions of Section 38 of 
the Act on which he intends to rely; 

(b) particulars of the facts and matters alleged by 
him to entitle him to rely on those provisions; 
and shall be accompanied by a list of all the 
documents relevant to the proceedings which 
are or have been in his possession or power; 
indicating for which (if any) of those docu- 
ments he claims privilege and the grounds of 
the claim. 

17. Without prejudice to the provisions of Regula- 
tion 29 relating to discovery, every respondent shall, 
within seven days after (receiving notice in that behalf 
from the Registrar, produce for his inspection the docu- 
ments specified in the list aforesaid, or such of them as 
may be specified in the notice, and shall permit him to 
make copies thereof ; 

Provided that nothing herein shall affect the right of 
a respondent of claim privilege for any of the said 
documents. 

18. Where a statement of case is delivered, the Regis- 
trar shall deliver an answer within six weeks, after the 
time limit for the delivery of a statement of case by 
every respondent has expired. Where there is more than 
one respondent, the Registrar may deliver a joint answer, 
or separate answers t© each or to some only of the 
respondents, with or without a joint answer to the re- 
mainder. A copy of every answer shall be delivered to 
the respondent or respondents to whose statement it is 
directed and four copies of these will be filed with the 
Secretary. 

19. Where a respondent intends to rely on facts or 
matters which, if not raised, would be likely to take the 
Registrar by surprise or would raise issues of fact not 
arising out of the statement of case or answer, he shall, 
within twenty-eight days of the delivery of the answer, 
deliver a reply to the Registrar and file four copies 
thereof with the Secretary. 

20. The provisions of Order XI C.P.C. shall as far 
as may be applied as if they had been included in these 
Regulations. 

21. The Commission may, on the application of 
any party, strike out the whole or any part of a state- 
ment of case, answer or reply which appears to the 
Commission to be frivolous, vexatious or irrelevant and 
may in that event allow further time for the delivery of 
a fresh or amended statement of case, answer or reply 
and the provisions of Order VI, Rule 16, C.P.C. shall 
be applicable as if it were included herein. 

Amendment ‘of notice of reference, etc. 

22. A notice of hearing, statement of case, answer or 
reply may be amended — 

(a) at any time by leave of the Commission; and 
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(b) without such leave at any time before the 
hearing of the application for directions if — 

(i) in the case of a notice of reference or 
answer, the Registrar and «11 respondents 
who have entered an appearance, of, as 
the case may be, to whose statement of 
case the answer is directed, agree; or 

(ii) in the case of a statement of case or 
reply, the Registrar and all respondents 
seeking to amend agree; 

and a copy of the notice or other document as amended 
shall be delivered to all opposite parties and filed with 
the Secretary within such time as may be allowed by 
the Commission or agreed between the parties concerned 
and the provisions of Section 153 C.P.C. shall also 
apply. 

Joinder of parties and consolidation 

23. The Registrar, and any respondent who has en- 
tered an appearance, may at any time apply to the 
Commission for an order that any person not already 
a party be added as a respondent to the proceedings, and 
shall give notice of the application to all other parties 
and to the person sought to be added and the provisions 
of Order I, C.P.C. as far as may be shall be applied to 
these proceedings. 

Application for Directions 

24. Not later than seven days after every respondent 
has delivered a reply or after the time for doing so has 
expired, the Registrar shall make an application (with 
three copies) to the Commission for directions, with a 
view to providing an occasion for the consideration of 
the preparations for the final hearing so that — 

(a) all matters which can be dealt with on inter- 
locutory applications and have not already been 
dealt with may, so far as possible, be dealt with; 
and 

(b) such directions may be given as to the future 
course of the proceedings as appear best adapt- 
ed to secure the just, expeditious and economi- 
cal disposal thereof, and the Commission shall, 
fix a date for the hearing of the application. 

25. Not less than twenty-one days before the applica- 
tion for directions is due to be heard, the Registrar shall 
serve notice of the application on every respondent who 
has entered an appearance (with the exception of any 
respondent who has been debarred from taking any fur- 
ther part in the proceedings) and shall set out in his 
notice full particulars of the directions for which he in- 
tends to apply. A copy of the notice shall at the same 
time be filed with the Secretary. 

26. Every respondent on whom notice is served under 
the last foregoing regulation shall, within fourteen days 
after service of the notice, serve on the Registrar a 
notice specifying any directions which he may desire in 
so far as they differ from those applied for by the Regis- 
trar and shall at the same time file a copy of the notice 
with the Secretary. 

27. On the hearing of the application, the Commission 
shall give such directions as it considers necessary to 
secure the purposes mentioned in Regulation 24 and, 
without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, may 
give such directions as it may think fit as to — 


(a) the amendment of the notice of hearing or any 
statement of case, answer or reply; 

(b) the delivery of further and better particulars; 

(c) the delivery of interrogatories; 

(d) the admission of any facts or documents; 

(e) the discovery or further discovery of any docu- 
ments; 

(f) the admission in evidence of any documents; 

(g) the mode in which evidence is to be given at the 
final hearing; 

(h) the taking and recording of any evidence before 
the final hearing, including the appointment of 
a commissioner for that purpose; 

(i) an investigation of the cost incurred by any 
respondent (or, as the case may be, any mem- 
ber of a class represented by a representative 
respondent) in producing or supplying any 
goods or in applying any process of manufacture 
to goods, and the manner in which the result 
of such investigation is to be brought before' 
the Commission at the final hearing; 

28. Any application subsequent to the application for 
directions and before the final hearing as to any matter 
capable of being dealt with on an interlocutory applica- 
tion, shall be made under the application for directions 
bv two clear days’ notice to the opposite party stating the 
ground on which it is made. 

Notice to Produce Document and to Admit Documents 
and Facts-Discovery of Documents and Interrogatories. 

29. Subject as provided for in Section 12(i)(b) of the 
Act, Ihe provisions of Order XI, Order XII and Order 
XIII of the C.P.C. shall as far as may be applied as if 
they were included herein. 

/ nterlocutory A p plica turns 

30. Except where these regulations otherwise provide 
or the Commission otherwise directs, every interlocutory 
application shall be made on not less than seven days* 
notice to the Registrar or. as the case may be, to every 
respondent concerned in the subject matter of the appli- 
cation, and the notice shall include particulars of the 
directions or order sought. 

Evidence 

31. Subject to the provisions of Section 12 of the Act, 
any fact required to be provided at the hearing shall be 
proved by the oral examination of the witnesses. 

32. Without prejudice to the last foregoing regulation, 
the Commission may order that evidence of any parti- 
cular fact shall be given at the final hearing in such 
manner as may be specified in the order and in parti- 
cular — 

(a) by statement on oath of information or belief; 

(b) by the production of documents or entries in 
books; 

(c) by copies of documents or entries in books; 

(d) in the case of scientific, technical or statistical 
information relevant to the proceedings, by the 
production of specified scientific, technical, eco- 
nomic of trade publications or works of refer- 
ence containing such information, and the pro- 
visions of Order XVI, C.P.C. shall, as far as 
may be, applied as if it were contained herein. 
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Final hearing 

33. The final hearing shall take place in open court; 

Provided that if the Commission is satisfied that it is 
in the public interest that the hearing or part thereof 
should not take place in open court or that evidence may 
be given as to a secret process of manufacture or as to 
the presence, absence or situation of any mineral or other 
deposits or as to any similar matter the publication of 
which would substantially damage the legitimate business 
interests of any person it shall, and may in any other 
case in which it appears proper to the Commission to do 
so, order that the hearing or such part thereof as the 
Commission may direct, shall take place in private. 

34. If, on the hearing of the application, it appears to 
the Commission that the relevant provisions of the agree- 
ment and the circumstances of the case are substantially 
similar to those considered in previous proceedings before 
the Commission, it may direct that the issue be referred 
for determination in a summary way. 

35. Where a direction has been given under the last 
foregoing regulation the Commission may at the hearing, 
unless it is satisfied that the relevant provisions of the 
agreement or the circumstances of the case differ in some 
material respect from the provisions and circumstances 
considered in the previous proceedings ; 

(a) determine the issue in a summary way without 
hearing evidence or on such evidence, whether 
oral or documentary, as it may think fit; and 

(b) make any declaration or order which the Com- 
mission could have made under Section 37 of 
the Act if the issue had been determined after 
a final hearing in the ordinary way, or defer the 
making of any such declaration or order until 
all other issues in the proceedings have been 
disposed of. 

Application under Section 13(2) 

36. An application under Section 13(2) of the Act 
for amendment or revocation of any order made by the 
Commission in any proceedings shall be supported by 
evidence on affidavit of the material change in the rele- 
vant circumstances on which the applicant relies. Unless 
the Commission otherwise directs, notice of the applica- 
tion, together with copies of the affidavits in support there- 
of, shall be served on every party who appeared on the 
hearing of the previous proceedings and every such party 
shall be entitled to be heard on the application and the 
provisions of Section 114 C.P.C. and Order XLVII C.P.C. 
rfwll as far as may, be applied to these proceedings. 


Costs 

37. Where it appears to the Commission that any party 
has been quilty of unreasonable delay, or of improper, 
vexatious, prolix or unnecessary steps in any proceedings, 
or of other unreasonable conduct (including but without 
prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, a refusal to 
make any admission or agreement as to the conduct of 
the proceedings which he ought reasonably to have made), 
the Commission may make an order for costs against 
him. 


38 The Commission may direct by whom the costs of 
a proceeding before it shall be paid and may authorise 
any one of its officers to tax the costs. 

39. Any clerical mistake in any declaration or order 
of the Commission or error therein arising from any 
accidental' slip or omission may at any time be corrected 
by the Commission either on its own motion or on the 
application of any party and the provisions of Section 
152 C.P.C. may also be applied. 

Service of Documents 

40. Every notice or other document required by these 
regulations to be served on or delivered to any person 
may be sent by registered post at his address for service or, 
where no address for service has been given, at his regis- 
tered office, principal place of business or last known 
address. in India and service of it may be proved by the 
production of the addressee’s receipt. Every notice or 
other document required to be delivered to or filed with 
the Secretary may be sent by registered post to the 
Secretary. 

41. Any notice or other document required to be 
served on or delivered to a trade association may, if the 
association is not a body corporate, be sent to the Secre- 
tary, Manager, or other similar officer of the association. 

42. The Commission may on the application of the 
Registrar, which may be made ex parte, give leave for 
the service of a notice of hearing outside India and may 
in that event give directions as to the mode of service and 
as to the extension of the time within which the respon- 
dent may enter an appearance and deliver a statement of 
his case. 

43. The Commission may on the application of any 
party, which may be made ex parte, direct that service 
of any document be dispensed with or that service there- 
of be effected otherwise than in the manner provided by 
these regulations, including, without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing, the publication of notice there- 
of in such trade journal or other newspaper as the Com- 
mission may direct. 

Miscellaneous 

44. The time prescribed by these regulations or by 
order of the Commission for doing any act may be ex- 
tended (whether it has already expired or not) of abriged 
by agreement or by order of the Commission. 

45. The Central Office of the Commission shall be 
open at such times as the Chairman may direct. 

46. Where the last day for doing of any act falls on a 
day on which the office of the Commission is closed and 
by reason thereof the act cannot be done on that day, it 
may be done on the next day on which the office is 
open. 

47. Failure to comply with any requirement of these 
regulations shall not invalidate any proceedings unless 
the Commission so directs and, subject to the provisions 
of the Act and these regulations, the Commission shall 
have power to regulate its own procedure.
